four members of National Council of 
Defense Intercede in Rail 
Controversy 

New York, March 17— Three of the 
mediators appointed by the National 
Council of Defense in an attempt to 
avert a general railroad strike were 
still In conference with the chiefs of 
the four railroad brotherhoods at 
12:45 o'clock this morning. After that 
time, more than two hours after the 
meeting began, no word had come 
from the room where the session was 
being held. 

Weanwhlle the members of the Na- 
tional Conferenco Committee of Rail- 
road Managers were awaiting at the 
Grand Central Terminal a summons to 
join the conference. The committee 
of managers, headed by Elishn Lee, Its 
chairman, was called into the confer- 
ence room at 11:15 o'clock. 

Secretaries Lane and Wilson and 
Daniel Willard, the mediators, were 
still in conference with the brother- 
hood chiefs and the railroad managers 
at 2:15 o'clock. Samuel Compere, the 
fourth member of the Council of Na- 
tional Defense, named as u mediator, 
had not arrived and no word has been 
received from him as far ns could be 
learned. 

No intimation had come from the 
conference room as to the progress 
of the deliberations, and there was no 
indication that the meeting was Hear- 
ing an end. 

Secretary Lane sent word from the 
conference room at 2:20 o'clock that 
the brotherhood men had left but that 
the mediators were still In conference 
with the managers. Ho said no fur- 
ther statement would be made to- 
night.

ed their fears. 

The river is fulling rapidly nt all 
points above.

President Makes Plea 

Washington, March 16— President 
Wilson today called upon the railroad 
managers and chiefs of the broth- 
erhoods as patriotic men to re- 
open tho question at Issue between 
them and prevent a general interrup- 
tion of railway traffic "In this time 6f 
national peril.*' 

The President's message, an appeal 
for adjustment of differences, and a 
solemn protest against a strike, was 
sent after he and the cabinet had ap- 
proved a proposal of the Council of 
.National Defense that It send a com- 
mittee to New York to undertake 
mediation between the railroads and 
their employes. At the same time 
three of the four members of the com- 
mittee, Secretaries ljine and Wilson, 
and Daniel Willard, president of the 
Baltimore & Ohio railroad, started for 
New York to seek immediate confer- 
ences with representatives of both 
sides.

DILATORY DEMOCRACY 

The unprecedented jam of legislation at. the close of the recent 
session of Congress was in no sense produced by Republicans in 
either' branch. It was the result of the legsilative tactics of the 
Democrats who, with absolute command of the situation at both 
ends of the Capitol, have delayed the framing of highly important 
bills until the last minute and who hoped to spring the vicious rev- 
enue bill of this year at a period in the Congressional calendar 
which would permit the measure to be jammed through without a de- 
bate searching enough to reveal its iniquities. The revenue bill 
should have been decided upon three months ago. Its main lines 
should have been explained and the co-operation of both parties 
should have been secured in drawing and passing an act so essen- 
tial to the country 's welfare. Instead of any open and above-board 
policy like this, Claude Kitchin drew the bill in company with his 
Southern colleagues and then boasted that the North would have to 
pay the taxes which had been imposed. Under a gag rule the bill 
was forced through the House; and in the Senate it was taken in 
hand by a few Democrats who met behind closed doors and who re- 
fused to let any Republican know what was being done. Ten days 
before the session was to close, when the calendar was clogged with 
all sorts of legislation— appropriation bills, spy bills, preparedness 
measures, the railroad bills, and what-not — the Democrats undertook 
to prevent reasonable discussion of a bill which laid hundred! of mil- 
lions of new taxes and' which permitted the expenditure of those 
millions in the loosest possible way. The Republicans rebelled. The} 
represent the people who will have to pay. They were right in re- 
belling. But their rebellion was not much against the high-handed 
manner in which Southern Democrats shoulder off the burden of 
government support upon Northern Republicans as against the slip 
shod dilatoriness which marks Democratic conduct of public lmsi 
ness. 
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COMMISSION AND OMISSION 

Failure of the Interstate Commerce Commission to act promptly 
and effectively in devising of relieving the car shortage due to 
freight congestion, has not only destroyed much of the prestige of 
that body but has shaken confidence in commissions as the ultimata 
solution of every problem. We have been drifting very rapidly, of 
late, into the notion that when any perplexing difficulty is presented 
the best thing to do is create a commuwion with authority to den 
with the situation as its discretion may direct. We have gone al- 
most commission mad. The inability of the Commerce Commission 
to take steps that would unload and -move the idle cars demonstrat 
the need of laws which shall clearly fix the responsibility of persona 
who fail to load or unload ears within a reasonable time, and also ol 
transportation companies which fail to furnish cars for shippers with 
in a reasonable time. As a matter of fact, the most important irn 
provements in transportation in recent years have been accomplish 
ed cither by the railroads themselves or by act of Congress. We must 
look to Congress and not to thq Commerce Commission for the re 
forms of the future. 



NON-PARTISAN IN NAME ONLY 

Observant people do not overlook the fact that all this balder 
dash about a "coalition" for the organization of Congress, and of 
non-partisanship through the election of Champ Clark again as 
Speaker, and of other things desigued to "show Kurope that we are 
united" all have one end— strengthening the hand of the Demo 
cratic party. It is all very well to talk loudly about the folly of 
permitting a "handful of independents" to dictate, but the truth is 
that if this handful should show an inclination to "dictate" for the 
benefit of the Democrats there would be no outcry for non-partisan- 
ship. This is an old game with Democrats. Mr. Wilson himself has 
not been above it in times past, is not above it now, indeed. He has 
appealed frequently to the independents on the ground of non-parti- 
sanship—but to the independents violently partisan President than 
he.

Kmperiir Hurries From Front 
The president of the Duma. Michael 
V. Roilzianko. was the leading figure 
among the deputies who unanimously 
lecided to appose the imperial order 
for u dissolution of the house. They 
KMItinued their sessions and M. Rod- 
sianko informed the emperor, then at 
the front, that the house had struck 
when the will of the people must pre- 
vail. Even the imperial council real- 
ized the gravity of the situation and 
idded its appeal to that of the Duma 
hat the Emperor should take steps to 
•,ivo the people a policy and govern- 
ment in accordance with their desires 
and in order that there should be no 
interference with carrying on the war 
to a victorious ending. 

The Emperor hastened back from 
the front only to find that the revolu- 
tion had been successful and that a 
new government waB in control. The 
Empress, who, it is' alleged, has been 
influential in the councils opposed to 
the wishes of the people, is reported 
to have been placed under guard. 
Troops l.ii to People 
At first It seemed a miracle that 
the revolutionist, without pre-ar- 
ranged plan, without leadership or or- 
ganization, could, in such a short time 
with comparative ease achieve a com- 
plete victory over the government. 
Rut the explanation is made in the re- 



support of his allies, he would be per- 
mitted to continue nominally as the 
head of the new government. 

The overthrow of the government 
by the Duma is interpreted here as 
the culmination of efforts made 
throughout the war to rid the conn 
try of the German influence. 

During the war ministries have 
risen and fallen much as the military 
Situation swayed the pendulum for 
or against the German faction. With 
(aeh swing It has appeared as though 
the anti-German forces were gaining 
the ascendancy. 

Bitterness at the military disaster, 
dissatisfaction at the general man 
agement of the war, food shortage 
that in places had hecome critical and 
the ever-present struggle between 
classes and between pro and anti-Ger- 
mans have kept the empire in a con- 
tinual seething. Only the meagerest 
reports have been allowed to escape 
the censor so that the world has been 
dependent for much of its Russian 
news on German sources, which na- 
turally have interpreted events to 
their own advantage.
